The session is scheduled for 7 30 p m 
in Lompoc City Hall 119 W' Walnut Ave 
Conjunctive use a touchy topic

The term, conjunctive use has been 
controversial almost since the day it was 
first mentioned 
Basically it means operating all the 
basins, north and south as one unit while 
at the same time recognizing the fun­ 
damental and historic- rights of water 
users downstream from Cachuma Reser­ 
voir 
This reporter was incorrt*ct in saying 
the conjunctive use concept would sub­ 
stitute for the old li vest ream agreement 
Whatever the* language of the final ac­ 
tion. downstream rights always take 
precedence 
Stanley C 
Hatch 
legal 
counsel has emphasized that point 
Over and above- all the questions of 
conjunctive use and state project water 
there are vital explorations of alter­ 
native water sources such as Salsipuedes 
Creek southeast of Lompoc For an ex­ 
penditure of $21 million at 1976 prices, 
the Lompoc area could get a water 
reclamation project with a yield of about 
5.000 or 6,(XX) acre feet of water annually 
That s still churning around in the mix of 
water considerations, despite the view of 
some observers that the taxpayer will 
never vote to pay for such a project 
Charles Lawranee hopes the super­ 
visors will authorize the expenditures 
necessary this vear to resolve the legal 
questions and rulings surrounding the 
concept of conjunctive use One of the 
burning questions is. how does govern­ 
ment develop the power to control the 
pumping of water from the underground 
basins'1 Such control would be neeessar\ 
it the countv is going to operate the Santa 


Ynez River watershed and the basins of 
the south coast as one entity under con 
lunetive us.* 
Conjunctive use was urged several 
years ago by state water resource peo­ 
ple In the words of Lawranee, the con­ 
cept has become the “darling, 
of the 
south roast 
South coast authorities 
probably are ready to accept the conclu­ 
sion in the ('DM report that 
an in­ 
cremental yield of between 10 (XX) and 
20.000 acre feet per annum is believed to 
be reasonable” benefit from operation of 
a conjunctive use program 
The question of yield from the conjunc­ 
tive use program was one of the bones of 
contention that led to criticism that the 
( DM report was inadequate and that it 
was in non-compliance with terms of a 
$35,000 contract with the countv Here is 
an observation of Hatch “ 
it is impos­ 
sible to determine from the study the 
amounts of water that can reasonably be 
expected to be developed Although the 
contract (with the countyi required an 
estimation within 1.000 acre feet, the es­ 
timate given is not within a tolerance of 
10.000 acre feet Various impacts are set 
forth which would obviously impair the 
vie Id 
if 
m itigation 
m easures are 
adopted, yet no indication exists as to 
what extent these mitigation measures 
would impact the yield 
Still another consideration is the water 
settling project proposed for the Santa 
Ynez River east of Lompoc It began 
several years ago with a proposal by Ed 
Rodgers

Last of prisoners 
who fled with Ray 
recaptured today 


F’ETROS, Tenn (U P I) — Sammy Joe 
Chapman, the same dog handler that ran 
down James Earl Ray. today recaptured 
the last of the five escapees who went 
over the wall with Ray at Brushy Moun­ 
tain State Prison 
Douglas Shelton, serving a 99-year 
sentence for murder, assault and grand 
larceny, was recaptured about 9 a m in 
the same general area where Ray was 
taken 
The recapture of Shelton preserves 
Brushy Mountain State Prison's reputa­ 
tion as a maximum security institution 
No one has succeeded in escaping from 
behind its walls in its 74-vear history, 
although several trustees have walked 
away from the prison 
Warden Stonney Lane disclosed, 
meanwhile, that Ray had $240 in his pos­ 
session when he was captured 
"That makes us believe he did not have 
outside help." Lane said "That assures 
us he was not going to buy his way out 


The warden explained that inmates get 
$35 spending money every two weeks, 
and are not supposed to have more than 
$70 at any one time He said, however, it 
would have been easy for Ray to save 
$240 and conceal it in his cell 
Shelton was captured after he ap- 
pearentlv spent the night sleeping in a 
van that was parked outside a home in 
the New River section of the remote 
area 
Officials said when the owner of the 
van, Larry Joe Phillips, 22, got into the 
vehicle this morning. Shelton grabbed 
him around the neck " I felt a grab like 
this." said Phillips, clutching his throat 
" I just got out of there and he kept 
hollering W ait' W ait' 
Shelton then took off in the van. but ran 
it off the road and wrecked it after about 
a quarter of a mile 
Chapman and his two dogs — Sandy 
and Little Red. the same two dogs that 
tracked Rav 
were working a creek bed 


when the report came over Chapman’s 
walkie-talkie that a van had been stolen 
and was heading his way 
I saw it leave the road and go over the 
bank." Chapman said 
‘‘I walked over 
and 1 asked Shelton to get out and come 
up the bank but he said he was too tired 
and didn t think he could make it up 
so 
I went down and put handcuffs on him 
and helped him up the bank " 
Chapman said Shelton was wearing 
only pants when he captured him and 
"looked more exhausted than Ray " 
Searchers earlier found a T-shirt and 
shoe they thought belonged to Shelton 
They theorized he had taken off the 
clothing to let it dry. and had left it after 
being "spooked" by a search helicopter 
Meanwhile. Jack Kershaw, attorney 
for Jam es E a rl Ray. said today he will 
file a motion for a new trial within 60 
days for his client, recaptured early 
Monday after escaping for 54 hours in the 
rugged Cumberland Mountains. 
'Scapegoat' tactic tried 
by Soviets, says Carter 


W ASHINGTON 
(C P I) 
President 
Carter says the Soviets may be trying to 
make a "scapegoat" of him because of 
his human rights stand, but if his com­ 
ments upset the Kremlin, then "so be 
it ” 
Carter, during his ninth formal news 
conference as President, touched on a 
wide range of subjects Monday 
He announced the names of five people 
oeing considered lo head the F B I; said 
he held out hope portions of his faltering 
energy proposals will be restored in 
Congress and described C N 
Ambas 
sador Andrew Young as giving the Third 
World a new sense of faith in the Fnited 
States 
Carter has been the target of sharp at­ 
tack in the Soviet press recently, chiefly 
because of his repeated comments on 
human rights 
I think (he Soviets reaction against 
me personally on the human rights issue 
is a misplaced aim ." Carter said 
" I have no hatred for the Soviet people 
and I believe the pressure of world opi­ 
nion might bo making itself felt on them 
and perhaps 1 am kind of a scapegoat for 
that adverse reaction " 
Carter insisted he did not intend to 
single out the Soviets and said that "in 
general,” both nations are moving in the 
right direction in reducing the arms 
race 
On other subjects Carter 
Admitted his energy plans are "not 


infallible" but said it is likely Congress 
"w ill reverse some of the setbacks that 
were suffered last week" when subcom­ 
mittees dropped several of his proposals 
He said the less of any one proposal 
would not be "catastrophic "

pressed homeowners in the 
state 
S u p e rv is o r W illia m B 
Wallace, of Goleta, suggested 
the wire go to the governor and 
said he would try personally to 
attend the Property Tax Relief 
Rally to be held in Sacramento 
Friday to take part in a march 
of officials from as many as 25 
counties 
We are hoping to march 


from the County Building there 
to the Capitol to see the gover­ 
nor.'' declared Wallace 
Santa Barbara County was in­ 
vited to participate in the rally, 
Wallace declared He explained 
there are three bills 
"very 
much alive'' in Sacramento on 
property tax and “ the feeling 
is that a final compromise bill 
will pass, combining parts of all 
three The problem then is to 
get Gov 
Brown to loosen the 
purse strings of the high surplus 
that has been built up at our ex­ 
pense “ 
The board also voted to send a 
telegram to be read at the rally 
supporting the drive for tax 
relief 
Delinquency panel

County supervisors made the 
decision Monday to create a

Clark

Clark cam e to the court on

Truman in 1949 after 12 years in 
the Executive Branch topped 
off by a stin t as a tto rn e y 
general at a tim e when public 
passion over Soviet spies, the 
Communist menace and inter­ 
nal security was reaching an 
all-time high 
One of the acts for which he 
was most severely criticized 
was publication of a “ subver­ 
sive list" of organizations sup­ 
posed to be dangerous to U S. 
security 
The handsome Dallas atto r­ 
ney, the first Supreme Court 
justice from the Lone S tar 
state, liked to pose as “ just a 
boy from the c o u n try 
A 
typical news picture showed 
him garbed in a big white apron 
flipping hot cakes for the family 
breakfast 
His career on the high court 
began quietly 
He dissented 
seldom and voted virtually all 
the time with Chief Justice 
Fred Vinson 
But time found

Proponents of a new Los 
Padres County north of the 
Santa Vne7 Mountains have 
decided themselves to check 
over petitions containing more 
than 13.000 signatures of voters 
seeking a county split before 
turning them in to the county 
elections office in Santa B a r­ 
bara for checking as to their 
validity 


County Elections Office chief 
Bob Kirkpatrick said the Los 
Padres County Committee will 
have 60 days from June 9 
the 
deadline for circulation of the 
petitions 
to file them with the 
county 


Some 11 298 valid signatures 
are required to qualify for a 
county wide election on the is­ 
sue. which came to a head when 
a 
group of N orth t'o u n ty 
persons in the Santa Maria area 
spearheaded the drive on the 
grounds 
North County areas 
were being short-ehanged by 
county officials in the Santa 
Barbara county -eat 
One Santa Maria source said 
the reason the committee is 
holding back on tiling the peti 
tions is because “ about one 
thousand 
of the signatures are 
those of persons listing a post 
o f f i c e 
box or 
r u r a l 
box 
number- 
rather than their 
residence on a given road or 
street

The Lompoc city bus system 
10-month trial is due to end 
June 30 Judging from figures 
indicating the system's increas­ 
ing popularity over the trial 
period, city residents using the 
buses w i l l be a n x i o u s l y 
awaiting the city council’s ap 
proval to renew operation for 
another year when the issue 
comes before the council June 
21 
The trial bus system 
begun 
in September last year 
was 
proposed by the local Transpor­ 
tation Advisory Committee as 
the best way to establish a 
public transit system called for 
bv the County-Cities Area Plan­ 
ning Council The city council 
approved a contract of $40.000 
with the Community Action 
Commission 
to operate the 
system 
Among the objectives out­ 
lined by the Transportation 
Committee were those of help­ 
ing to coordinate an overall 
transportation service in Lom­ 
poc Valley and to provide the 
service 
for senior citizens. 
Statistics kept by the office of 
tra ns it 
system 
m a n a g e r 
Dolores Suter show that such 
needs seem to be fulfilled by the 
present service 
From the time ride charges 
were started September 13. the 
number of riders increased 
from 587 in the first 30-day 
period to 3.849 during May ac 
cording to Mrs 
Suter 
The 
system started out following a 
/ig /ag route throughout the 
citv but a study revealed that 
dispatching buses to respond to 
individual calls for rides would 
be more efficient and cost less 
The service was changed to a 
demand-responsive system in 
February and the results were 
immediate 
That month the 
system's two buses and one 
standby vehicle picked up 2,398 
persons and traveled 4 419 
miles as opposed to January's 
1 558 riders with 6 306 miles 
Another route tried from Oc­ 
tober to Januarv also brought 
an increase but not as large as 
the zig-zag pattern and more 


miles were covered 
As far as meeting the needs 
of senior citizens. Mrs Suter 
feels the system continues to do 
so the longer it operates h’or 
example, in April 14 per cent of 
the s y s t e m ' s users w er e 
seniors In May. 20 per cent of 
the riders were elderly persons 
Mr* Suter attributes the in­ 
crease to a matter of trust in 
the case of the senior citizens if 
not the other riders 
“ They were a little worried.’ 
at first, she said “ They thought 
thev wouldn’t be able to get 
back (home i 
But we assured 
them and it’s paying off They 
know we II get them home 
She added she expects to see 
the senior use of the system to 
continue to climb 
The response has been 
positive from the rest of the 
system’s customers too, Mrs 
Suter said 
People sometimes 
make comments when they call 
in for a ride and “ they want the 
bus service to continue.“ she 
said 
The

Don Wilcox fit the description to a tee

tor most of last season, he had a very respectable record of 17 2 And with a 
grade point average between 3 20 and 3 50 Wilcox seemed a natural tor the

Wilcox stated

counselors at Camp Scott began 
moving from tent to tent, 
awakening the occupants and 
tellin g them to pack

No. they wouldn't tell the 
girls why they were leaving 
Yes. they were being sent home 
right away 
A short time later, as the 
girls assembled and began pil­ 
ing onto buses in one part of the 
camp, 
law

Authorities were sure two 
had been sexually attacked All
